to thole men which haue by nature moiſt bodies. But 
tontrariwiſe ifin the winter ſouth winds be moſt rife, 
and that ſeaſon be rainy æ warme, and the ſpzing time 
which ſuccerdeth be dzy and full of Nozth winds, then 
women which are chud⸗ bearing ſhall vpon euery light 
occaſion be in danger of vntimely delinerance;oz ifthep 
goe out their due time, pet their Childzen will bee fo 
weake e ſickly, that either they dye quickly oz celine a 
weake and feeble life; and vnto old folkes will happen 
Khumes, Cathars, and other fluxes which will annop 
them verp much. 

It the Summer be dꝛy and the noꝛth winds be moſt 
rite, and the Jutumne which ſuccerdeth be rainy, e the 
ſouth winds bee common in tt, then may you lonke fo; 
grieuous paines in the head towards Winter, with 
Coughes, Rhumes, twth-ache, andhoarſenefle, and in 
ſome Conlumptions. = 

When the Harueſt ſeaſon is dꝛy and full of Nozth 
wind, then ſhall men and women which bee of a moyſt 
complexion, bee in beſt eſtate of health: but contrary, 
men of other complexion and nature ſhallbe vexed with 
diuers dzp diſeaſes, and with Feauers ſharpe æ long 
and other Malancholly paſſions grietes.
